Johnsons Vole 
Straight Dem 


Ballots Marked 
In Country Poll ' 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson took sev­ 
en minutes today to vote Demo­ 
cratic all the way in his hill 
country polling place. 
Accompanied by his wife, the 
President drove his own auto to 
tile headquarters of the Peder- 
nales Electric Cooperative, a 
rural electrification system he 
helped set up nearly 30 years 
ago, to cast the ballot. 
He said in advance he would 
vote the straight ticket “from 
the court house to the White 
House.** 
His wife voted the straight 
Democratic ticket, too. 
There was no secret about 
the way the Johnsons voted. 
Reporters were permitted to 
peer over their shoulders. 
Tonight they will fly by heli­ 
copter to Austin, the state capi­ 
tal and Johnson’s longtime po­ 
litical base, to await the election 
returns in a suite at the 100- 
year-did Driskill Hotel. Later, at 
a moment he deems appropri­ 
ate, Johnson will go to the Mu­ 
nicipal Auditorium to make a 
statement either in victory or 
defeat. 
The chief executive fully ex­ 
pects to make a victory state­ 
ment. 
Johnson and Lady Bird spent 
the night at their ranch home, 
15 miles west of here, after 
winding up their campaign — a 
family enterprise all the way — 
with a roaring street rally in 
Austin.

thousands 
massed before him in the shad­ 
ow of the floodlit Capitol, John­ 
son said there was “a stillness 
on the earth” as millions await­ 
ed the decision of an estimated 
71 million American voters. 
“On that decision,” he said, 
“rests our future . . . and the 
future of our children.” He de­ 
clared that the same could be 
said for people in other lands. 
Earlier, Johnson had made

New Soviet 
Rockets Seen 
In Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP) — Five new 
types of Soviet rockets, includ 
ing a huge multistage weapon 
larger than any rocket yet dis­ 
played by the Soviet Union, are 
being dragged through Moscow 
by night. 
The rockets are part of the 
military equipment being re­ 
hearsed for the Revolution Day 
parade next Saturday. 
Two of them appear to be 
field 
artillery 
rockets; 
one 
might be a high-altitude antiair 
craft weapon, and the other two 
are surface-to-surface rockets, 
including a liquid-fueled mon­ 
ster about 85 feet long and IO or 


12 feet in diameter. 
It is hard to perceive details 
because the rockets are draped 
in canvas. The covers will come 
off when the rockets are hauled 
through Red Square as the new 
lineup of Soviet leaders watches 
from atop Lenin’s Tomb. 
The biggest rocket brings up 
the rear of a lengthy display od: 
rocket power and new cross 
country transport vehicles. Its

Ohio Voters 
Parading to 
Polls Today 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) - 
Campaign oratory is suddenly 
silent, like the quiet of a battle 
front after a cease fire, and the 
click of voting booth levers and 
scratching of pencils on ballots 
can be heard across Ohio today. 
The last of the voters—Secre­ 
tary of State Ted Brown says 
there may be a record 4,225,- 
000—will come and go in the 
dark. Polls close at 6:30 p.m. 
and sunset is at 4:46 p.m. 
Then the count begins. 
With its “swing state” reputa­ 
tion as the place where either 
party has a fighting chance, 
Ohio will be closely watched 
across the nation Four years 
ago, it proved to be the first 
major stumbling block in the 
Democratic march which start­ 
ed from the east, giving Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon 2,217,611 votes to 
1,944,248 for eventual winner 
John F. Kennedy. 
An unusual amount of inter­ 
est focuses on the scrap for 
Ohio’s junior U. S. Senate seat. 
Incumbent Stephen M. Young, 
75, the scrappy Democrat who 
took the seat from Republican 
John W. Bricker in 1958 when a 
so-called “right-to-work” con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
swept 
many Republicans out of office, 
faces Robert Taft Jr., son of the 
late “Mr. Republican.” 
Even most Democrats con­ 
cede that Young needs every 
vote he can get. But many also 
predicted that their presidential 
candidate, Lyndon B. Johnson, 
would capture Ohio’s 26 elector­ 
al votes with a plurality of 200,

You, Too, Can Be Vote Analyst 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Arm­ 
chair analysts who want to find 
out which way the political wind 
is blowing will have plenty of 
signposts when election returns 
start rolling in tonight. 
These dues are, to some ex­ 
tent, the same ones used by 
professional politicians — and 
more recently electronic com­ 
puters — in doping out trends. 
One guide for the amateur 
analyst are the so-called weath­ 
ervane counties. There are six 
of them which have voted for 
every presidential winner since 


1900, and some further back 
than that. They are Coos and 
Strafford in New Hampshire, 
Palo Alto in Iowa, Laramie in 
Wyoming, 
Teton in Montana 
and Crook in Oregon. 
There are weathervane states, 
too, such as Nevada and New 
Mexico, which have been with 
every winner since 1912. Mary­ 
land has missed only once since 
1900. 
But weathervanes can point 
the wrong way too. Arizona lost 
its perfect record when it voted 
for Republican Richard M. Nix­

The two Cleveland Heights 16- 
year-olds ran away to England 
Sept. 17 after a Beatles concert 
here. Juvenile Court Judge An­ 
gelo J. Gagliardo Monday judg. 
ed the girls delinquent and said 
they couldn’t attend Beatles- 
type concerts while under the 
jurisdiction of the court. 
“It’s like feeding narcotics to 
teenagers,” 
the

said, 
commenting on teen-age rock-n- 
roll concerts. “It is very danger­ 
ous. It could very well lead to 
riots.”

Ohio Balloting 
Looks Heavy 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Lines of would-be voters were 
waiting in many—although by 
no means all — Ohio 
polling 
places today when officials be­ 
gan handing out ballots or au­ 
thorizations to use machines. 
Little or no waiting was ex­ 
perienced by early voters in 
Cincinnati, but some in Colum­ 
bus reported standing in line for 
more than an hour. 
All areas were braced for an 
‘on • the-way-home-from-work” 
onslaught during the afternoon, 
and there were the usual urg­ 
ings for housewives to vote be­ 
tween mid-morning and mid-aft­ 
ernoon to even out the load 
somewhat. 
Get-out-the-vote effort seem­ 
ed to be heaving an effect. 
In Cuyahoga County, an elec­ 
tion board official who visited 
20 polling places said a “very 
large turnout” was in prospect. 
In Summit County, election 
officials said all signs point to 
a record vote of more than 221,- 
000. The record of 221,506 was 
set in 1960. 
Middletown reported 30 per 
cent of its registered vote cast 
in the first 3*4 hours, as com­ 
pared with about 40 per cent 
at the same time in 1960. Ham­ 
ilton was reporting long lines 
at many precincts. 
Athens officials indicated the 
vote is running ahead of 1960, 
and Marietta said the vote there 
is “ much heavier” so far than 
four years ago. 
Springfield also reported a 
heavy turnout with one precinct 
noting almost 40 per cent of eli­ 
gible voters in within two hours. 
Licking county reported “much 
heavier” voting than in 1960, 
and Montgomery County (Day 
ton) r e p o r t e d “medium to 
heavy.” 


Laborites To Take Over Steel 


LONDON (AP) — Queen Elis- 
abeth II told Parliament today 
that

Wilson’s new Labor government 
will renationalize Britain’s steel 
industry, restore rent controls 
and open the way for the aboli­ 
tion of capital punishment. 
The queen formally opened 
the Parliament elected Oct. 15 
with the first speech from the 
throne written for her by Wilson 
and his Cabinet. The speech 
outlined the government’s leg­ 
islative program. 
la international affairs the 


queen 
promised 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s support of the United 
Nations and the North Atlantic 
alliance 
and 
other collective 
defense organizations to which 
Britain belongs. She said the 
government would attempt to 
reduce East-West tensions and 
“to encourage further progress 
toward disarmament.** 
The 
queen 
delivered 
her 
speech from the throne in the 
House of Lords after driving 
through London in a coach ac­ 
companied by a glittering cav­ 
alry escort 


Members of the House of 
Commons, 
summoned 
w i t h 
great ceremony, stood 
around 
the edges of the chamber as the 
queen spoke. 
In a key passage she said: 
“My government will initiate 
early action to re-establish the 
necessary public ownership of 
the iron and steel industry.” 
This policy is expected to 
touch off a major parliamentary 
battle. 
Wilson’s government has only 
a five-vote majority in Com­ 
mons. Sir Alae Douglas-Home’s 


Conservatives and the small 
Liberal party oppose national! 
zation of the steel industry. 
Clement Attlee’s Labor gov 
eminent took the steel industry 
under state control in 1951 after 
nationalizing the coal, gas and 
electric power industries, the 
railways, the airlines and the 
Bank of England.

ue in force, but the steel Indus

Weather made to order added 
a spark of interest today to 
what may be the largest voter 
turnout ever in Pickaway Coun­ 
ty. 
A spot check with Circle­ 
ville^ 18 precincts at noon 
gave every indication that the 
vote count will reach a new 
high. The total stood at 2,255 
ballots cast. This figure will 
swell considerably before the 
polls close at 6:30 p. rn. 
In almost every case, precinct 
workers reported a heavy and 
steady turnout for the morn­ 
ing hours. Only three polling 
places reported less than IOO 
votes by noon. 
The noon count is also well 
ahead of the pace set in this 
year’s ’'lay primary when 1,445 
ballots had been marked. This 
is an increase of 810, a good in­ 
dicator that the final count is 
going to be high. 
• • • 
BY WAY of a comparative re­ 
view, this year’s May Primary 
totaled 9,372 votes. 
This was 
about 2,000 more than the 1960 
primary which was a record 
here until this May. 
Several c l o s e l y contested 
races and key issues are at 
stake, along with the always vi­ 
tal presidential election. One of 
the more hotly sought offices is 
that of Pickaway County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court judge, involv­ 
ing incumbent William Ammer 
and Harry Margulis, Ashville 
attorney. 
The office of county sheriff is 
another interesting race, with 
Democrat Dwight Radcliff and 
Independent Dixie Watters fur­ 
nishing the competition.

25 Governors 
To Be Elected 
At Polls Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ Twen­ 
ty-five governors will be elect­ 
ed today, with the races in Illi­ 
nois, 
Michigan 
and Arkansas 
getting most of the national 
attention. 
In Illinois, Republican Charles 
H. Percy, 45, is trying to turn 
back the second-term bid of 
Democratic Gov. Otto Kerner, 
56. 
Percy, a protege of former 
president Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, has endorsed and supported 
GOP 
presidential 
candidate 
Barry Coldwater but has point­ 
ed to differences he has with the 
Arizonan. 
National interest in Arkansas 
stems from the fact that a Re­ 
publican, Winthrop Rockefeller, 
52, is given an outside chance to 
turn aside the bid of Democratic 
Gov. Orval Faubus, 54, for a 
sixth two-year term. 
Faubus, who won his first 
term in 1954, has been governor 
almost as long as Rockefeller, 
brother of New York’s Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, has lived 
in the state. 
In 
Michigan, 
Gov. 
George 
Romney, 56, one of the new 
faces who scored Republican 
victories in 1962, is after a sec­ 
ond term in the State House. 
Romney has not endorsed Cold­ 
water. 
Neil Staebler, 51, long a prom­ 
inent figure in Democratic poli­ 
tics in the state, is Romney’s 
opponent. Currently the state’s 
congressman-at-large, 
Staebler 
has been trying hard to tie 
Romney to Coldwater. 
Of the 25 governorships at 
stake today, 18 are held by 
Democrats, 7 by Republicans. 
Including holdovers, the na­ 
tional lineup now is 34 Demo­ 
crats and 16 Republicans. 
In Texas, Gov. John B. Con- 
nally, one of President John­ 
son’s closest personal and politi­ 
cal associates, is seeking a sec. 
ond term, and political observ­ 
ers give him a clear edge. 
Opposing Connally, 47, who 
was wounded in Dallas last Nov. 
22 when President John F. Ken­ 
nedy was assassinated, is Re­ 
publican Jack Crichton, 48 a 
Dallas oil man. 
In Arizona, 
Richard Klein- 
dienst, 41, a Coldwater field 
director before the San Francis­ 
co convention, seeks to succeed 
another close friend of Cold­ 
water, Paul Fannin. Fannin is 
running for Goldwater’s Senate 
seat. 
Kleindienst’s Democratic op­ 
ponent is Sam Goddard, 
45, 
Harvard-educated Tucson attor­ 
ney.

Q — Do all veterans get pen­ 
sions at age 65? 
A — At the present time, no. 
The veteran must have had 90 
days service and a discharge un­ 
der other than dishonorable con­ 
ditions. He must mee certain 
disability requirement^ vary­ 
ing with age, and he must be 
considered unemployable. H is 
income must also fall within cer­ 
tain limitations. 
Q — I have no dependents and 
will be retired next month at age 
65. My i n c o m e from Social 
Security and a pension to which 
I contributed will be more than 
$1,800 a year. Is there any point 
in my filing for disability pen­ 
sion? 
A— If you believe you are un­ 
employable because of disability 
and age, you very definitely 
s h o u l d apply for a pension, 
since no part of your retirement 
payments or Social Security will 
be considered as income by the 
VA until you have received an 
amount equal to your contribu­ 
tion to the retirement fund and 
to Social Security. This means, 
that for a while, you can draw 
full VA pension, plus your Social 
Security and rrietement. After 
a while, after you have received 
from Social Security and from 
retirement, an amount equal to 
that which you have paid into 
them, your VA pension will be 
discontinued. 
Q— I am in the service, and 
have been stationed in Texas. I 
am home on leave now, prior to 
being shipped to California. My 
f a m i l y and I live in a trailer 
outside Hie camp where I have 
been stationed. Do I get a trail­ 
er allowance on this transfer to 
California? 
A — If your trailer is moved 
by a commercial 
transporter, 
the government will pay up to 36 
cents per mile. If you haul it, the 
maximum allowace is ll cents 
per mile. 
Q — If a veteran dies while re­ 
ceiving pension under the “o ld 
pension law”, may his widow 
and children be paid benefits un­ 
der the same law? 
A — If the veteran dies on or 
after July ,1 9160, any pension 
payable to the widow and min­ 
or children must be paid under 
the “new pension law.” 
Q — Is educaton or training 
available to peacetime veterans?

TOKYO (AP) _ Red China

DETROIT (AP) — Boom year

“Big Three.” 
General Motors, biggest of the 
trio, made it complete Monday 
by reporting a $1.36-bill ion prof­ 
it and announcing a $569-million 
dividend payment. 
The GM dividend, a $2-a-share 
payment to 1.15 million common 
stockholders, will help to swell 
the pre-Christmas flow of mon­ 
ey. The $2 is $1.35 above the 
usual GM quarterly payment. 
Earlier, both Ford and Chrys­ 
ler had reported record nine- 
month earnings. 
General Motors made its prof­ 
its report as the giant auto­ 
maker was getting up headway 
again in production following a 
crippling United Auto Workers 
Union strike. 
For the first time since the 
strike began Sept. 25, all five of 
GM’s passenger car divisions 
were turning out cars Monday, 
the company said.

Kennedy barely edging his Re­ 
publican rival, Richard M. Nix­ 
on, in the popular vote, 49.7 per 
cent to 49.5. 
Yet in the end the popular

meaningless,

though the candidates yearn for 
every one they can get. In our 
federal 
system, 
winning

states is what counts. 
If a candidate wins a state, by 
no matter how small a margin, 
he picks up all its electoral 
votes. That explains why so 
much time is spent wooing the 
populous 
states: 
New 
York, 
with 43 electoral votes; Califor­ 
nia, with 40; Pennsylvania, with 
29; Ohio and Illinois, with 26 
each, and Texas, with 25. 
The magic number for elec­ 
tion: 270 electoral votes. 
All 
presidential 
campaigns 
provide 
a 
bewildering,

sometimes dismaying, swirl of 
issues, on the theory that no

If this campaign had a central 
theme it probably was this:

Lam p-Lighting 


Suggestions 


From Experts 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
A sufficient number of lamps 
and their proper placement can 
correct a condition revealed in 
a survey, which showed that 
nearly 80 per cent of the homes 
in our country are poorly light­ 
ed. 
And when the lighting is ade­ 
quate, l a m p s make it possible 
for the American home-maker to 
p a i n t her home with light and 
so add to its beauty. 
With the wide range of styles, 
designs and prices available in 
lamps, 
homemakers 
should 
find it comparatively easy to up­ 
grade their lighting. 
Standards for good lighting 
call for at least five portable 
lamps — as distinguished from 
installed fixtures — for the liv­ 
ing room and main bedroom, 
two or three in each additional 
bedroom, plus one lamp for each 
4 to 5 square feet in other rooms 
of the house where the ends of 
good 
vision 
and 
decoration 
must be served. 
Light from portable lamps is 
needed for specific visual tasks, 
such as reading and sewing, as 
well as to eliminate 
sharply 
contrasting pools of light and 
shadows — a lighting condition 
that is all too prevalent and is 
harmful to vision. 
The number and position of 
lamps in a room can make it 
5eem larger and also permit 
the maximum space to be util­ 
ized. 
Experts state that at least half 
of the light in g e n e r a l living 
areas should come from port­ 
able lamps. 
Lamps put the light where ifs 
needed specifically, as well as 
contribute 
generally 
to 
t h e 
lighting of the whole room. 
Why five l a m p s per living 
room and 
m aster 
bedroom? 
Because one lamp can adequate­ 
ly light only a small area — 
about 4 to 5 square feet — a n d 
only include one serious activity 
requiring proper lighting — such 
as sewing, writing or reading. 
Lamps should be chosen with 
the proper bulb wattage and 
switching for the job at hand. 
Those taking small bulbs up to 
IOO watts are for dressing table 
and night - stand use. Single- 
s w i c h floor and table lamps 
should have at least IOO watts, 
preferably 150 watts. 
With table lamps, the overall 
distance from the floor to the 
of the lamp shade 
should usually be no more than 
40 to 42 inches. The height of the 
table lamp therefore depends 
on the height of the table on 
which it rests. 
So when you shop, take along 
a tape measure to make sure 
lamp h e i g h t 
are 
suitable 
for your rooms. 
In rooms requiring four or five 
lamps, there should be at least 
one matched pair, located so 
that they have some relationship 
to each other, such as on a pair 
of end tables or on a dining

A Circuit Court jury in Chica­ 
go awarded Jack $151,000 Mon­ 
day in a personal-injury suit 
against the railroad. 
Jack moved with his family to 
this 
northern 
West 
Virginia 
coal-mining 
community 
three 
years ago. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Rice, who also 
have five daughters. 
After the 
accident, 
doctors 
fitted Jack with a plastic sleeve 
just below each knee, over the 
remaining part of the lower leg, 


and joined it with an artificial 
rubber foot. 
Each limb has only one joint, 
at the arch of the foot. The arti­ 
ficial limbs are lined with rub­ 
ber socks. Regular size eight 
shoes fit over the artificial feet. 
“They don’t bother me a bit," 
Jack says, “ I’m just not quite 
as fast as some of the other 
guys." 
Jack said when he first tried 
out for the team, “ I heard peo­ 
ple say a few times that I 
couldn’t play.

for kicks, LL Cornelius Casey 
said in an interview. 
Casey, 
commander 
of

narcotics section, said amphet­ 
amine sulphate “ pep pills’’ — 
bennies—and 
brightly 
colored 
barbiturate capsules — Christ 
mas trees—are sold, by and to 
teen-agers, for IO to 25 cents 
per pill. 
Doctors 
prescribe 
ampheta 
mines as stimulants and appe 
Ute reducers, and barbiturates 
as tranquilizers and sleep in­ 
ducers. 
Casey cited two recent cases. 
One involved a 22-year-old man 
who attacked three policemen, 
hauling two down a flight of 
steps. He admitted using pills. 
The other concerned a 20- 
year-old 
girl 
who 
said 
she 
walked the streets to support an 
amphetamine habit started by 
her sister and brother-in-law, 
who sold her pills once her habit 
was formed. 
Casey said his unit makes 500 
narcoUcs arrests per year in the 
17-to-20 age group and that “ a 
good portion” involve vicUms ct 
pills.

Notre Dame moved to the 
front with a surprisingly easy 
40-0 triumph over Navy last 
Saturday. At the same time, 
Ohio State had trouble outlast­ 
ing Iowa 21-19. 
The next four teams in last 
week’s rankings held their posi. 
flans—Alabama third, Arkansas 
fourth, Nebraska fifth and Tex­ 
as sixth. Oregon, No. 7 last 
week, dropped from the Top 
Ten as a result of its 10-8 loss to

Georgia Tech climbed from 
eighth to 
seventh, 
Louisiana
